A br6nchoscope, a long hollow 
instrument calculated tQ pass 
down throiiph the windpipe into 
the lungs, on the end of which is 
attached a tiny electric light 
bulb, was' used. 

When the bronchoscope was 
passed into the right lung. Dr. 
Bowen, peering into the cavity, 
found at first only a gathering 
of mucus that prevented further 
operation. The next step was 
the removal of the mucus by the 
aid of gauze sponges inserted 
through the bronchoscope by a 
long slender inatrument equipp- 
ed with forceps. 

Meanwhile the patient breath- 
ed through the bronchoscope. 

When the mucus substance 
caused by the foreign matter 
was removed the light from the 
bulb revealed the hickory nut 
shell. It was not a difficult mat- 
ter for the forceps then to seize 
it and it was drawn out

Old-timers 
plore the ripping up of so man 
beautiful bluegrass pastures^ t 
grow tolwcco, but as long as i 
pays so much better than horse 
or cuttle the area will continu 
to expand. Agriculture follow 
the line of greatest reward jus 
as any other industry does, 
though its movements may 
less rapid.

The river lying wholly within 
the temperate zone is in this re- 
spect more fortanately situated 
than in the more fertile valleyed 
Amazon, since the climate here, 
varied and sometimto inhospita- 
ble, as it is, offers conditions of 
human development there deni- 
ed. 

The main stream is 2,600 miles 

in length, thatls ahoutten times 
that of the Seine. As Mark 
Twain has said, "it is the crook- 
edest river" in the world travel- 
ing 1,300 miles to cover the same 
ground that a crow would fly 
over in 675. For seyeral hun- 
dred miles it is a mile in width. 
Back in 1882 it W4S seventy 
miles vide when the flood was 
highest. 

The volume of water discharg- 
ed by it into the sea is second 
only to the Amazon and is great- 
er than all European rivers com- 
bined (omitting the Volga). The 
amount is estimated at 180 cubic 
miles annually; that is, it would 
fill annually a tank 130 miles long 
130 miles high and 130 miles long. 
With its tinbutaries it provides 
somewhat more than 19,000 miles 
of i\avigable water, more than 
any other system on the globe 
except the Amazon— and more 
than enough to reach from Lake 
Superior to Paris by way of 
Kamchatka anl lAlaska, about 
three- fourths of the distance 
around tl^ globe. The sediment 
deposited is 400,00J,000 enough 
to require daily for its removal 
500 trains of fifty cars each car 
rying fifty tons, and to make 
each year two square miles of 
new earth over 100 feet deep. » 

The area which it drains is 
roughly a million and a quarter 
square miles, or two- fifths of the 
United States. That is, Germa- 
ny, Austria-Hungary, F>ance 
and Italy could be ^t do w n 
within this area and there would 
still bo some room to spare.
